Council is entirely, composed of 
mercantile clements, whose interests aro in- 
timately bound up with the good-will of the 
various Foreigh Ministers. at Peking, aad 
through them of the Consuls who represent 
them on the spot, a habit has ‘naturally 
_ grown up of refraining as far aa possible 
from the discussion of the political status 
of the Community as an organised body ; 
and acquiescing as faras possible in what 
has been momentarily decided on by the 
body of the Treaty Consuls as represented 
by thes doyen for the time being. So. long 
aa things went on smoothly this rough and 
ready machinery continued to work fairly 
easily; though now and then, when by 
chance an individual of greater or lesver 
eccentricity, or one capable of being -acted 
upon by éxternal forces in an undue degree, 
came to occupy the post, there came to be 
evolved strange and often fantastic theories,

the Land Hegulations aod the peculiar status 
of the Foreign’ Sottlement, wherein the 
doveroign rights of the Chinose aro admittouly 
modified, the maintenance of law and order 
within municipal. limits is vested in the proporly 
constituted judicial: and. executive authorities 
of the Soettiement, aud from this it follows 
clearly that the supervising of the Mixed Court 
by tha properly authorised representatives of 
these authorities isin accordaucy with the Land
